'York N. M. U. has forbidden Its members 
to ship on craft which carrj- supplle; to 
Spain.

Russia and the United Slates still are 
brethren against Germany, but the .V. M. U.

International policy. 

yiUlotis of Americans question that policy, 
and wonder whether we arc wise In sendtni; 
supplies to Franco's pro-axis duchy. The rest 
of us are protesting democratlcallj-~-seei:lnf:. 
11 wc will, to change the policy by arpumenl 
— but meanwhile doing out duly as law- 
abiding citizens, 

II remains for the National Marlllmc 
union to betake Itself Into a slate of anarchy 
—everybody do what he pleases, and let the 
war BO hang. 

Wc don'l do things Uie same way here. But 
if a pra-Amerlcan organliatlon In Ru.ss!a be- 
fore 1941 had refused to help transport war 
materials to Germany, Its membership would 
have been liquidated by [Irlnc squads. 

It will be interestlnR to sec whether the 
members of the N. M. U. follow their leaders 
or whether they ■will feci, as most other 
Americans do. that the war comes first. It 
will be equally interesting. If they do follow 
the leaders, to see what Washington does 
about It— and whether the Maritime com- 
mission continues "to use N. M. U. p;nn crews 
on cargo vessels.

As a writer H. G. WelLs must be taken seri- 
ously. Aa a prophet, sometimes he Is 
cllncd to take in too much territory, like the 
bar-flj* who announced hLi ability to Uck 
anj- son-ot-a-gun In the world and dtscove 
that he was boasting to John L. Sullivan. 

Mr, Wells expre.wcs a profound convict 
that "the ncw.'jpaper is as dead as mutton 
and that It will never come back." We liavi 
no equivalent authority as to EnclL-^h Jour- 
nals, but we suggest — too late, ot course— 
that the eminent author should have con- 
suited the 1943 Editor & Publisher year booi 
before he committed hlmstllfln such sweep- 
ing terms. 

In the UnUed Slates our ■'dead .-vs mut- 
ton" newspapers enjoyed In 1542 the gr 
est circulation In their hlstor>-. capping an 
unbroken year-by-ycar advance thai began 
In 1338. .\s 194: ended, morning and evening 
newspapers were selling more than 43,000, 
000 copies dally. This represented an Increase 
of 3,-100,000 over their pre-war tot.il. 

That does not suggest anything resembling 
death. It would seem to Indicate enormous 
vitality, particularly since many newspapers, 
to meet skyrocketlnf; cast,-;, found It neces- 
sary to Increase sales prices. 

It Is Mr. Wells' idea that -alter the war wc 
shall dial NE\VS on our telephone.'i and ' lis- 
ten to a sun;m.ar>- of what has been happen- 
ing In the last two or three hours." ■ ■ 

This Is entirely pos-slblc. If the telephone 
tompanj- needs a bit of necdlUig about estab- 
lishing such a service newspapers might en- 
courage and assist them. A telephone bulletin 
new,^ senlce might -do exactly what radio 
news bulletins have done — whet public appe- 
tite lor news of the day. — 
Many newspaper publishers suffered most 
of the pangs of death when the radio began 
■broadcasllag news. They feared the llghtnhis 
speed of this "competitor.'" It . developed, 
however, that the radio was a newsboy crying 
headlines and telling listeners why they 
should nuh>ut end buy papers. 

The dally newspaper has Its faults. In- 
dividual anmaJItFcnrerTfic wise editor never 
lets a day pas wlUiout scetlng to better his 
«rvicc to his readers. NevehJiclcsp. there Is 
no medium of news distribution "that can 
rival the newspaper for combined speed, ac- 
curacy, completeness an Impartiality.
